moved to strike out the tax of 10 Zents 
per pound on tea. He characterised the 
tax as uniust and extortionate.» ;  . 

Mr. Payne opposed the amendment. 
The tax on tea. he sald, raised about 
89. 000,000 of revenue and for ten years 
had been asked for by the tea trade, The: 
amendment was defeated—Baj ro 78. 

After the bill had been Mr. Levy, 
of New York, offered ag a suba@tute for 
the bili a bil) fixing tha tax on beer at 
$1.50 per barrel, 6 cents on tobacco and 
snuff and repealing all the other sections 
of the wer revenue act. The substitute 
was defeated without division. 

After the bill had been reported to the 
house Mr. Payne demanded a separate 
vote on the Smith amendment placing & 
tax of 1 cent on each express package. On 
an aye and nay vote the house reversed 
its action of yesterday and defeated the 
Smith express receipt tax amendment— 
125 to 139. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, on be- 
half of the minority, then moved to re- 
commit the bill with instructions to 
forthwith report a bill reducing the 
revenues under the war revenue act at 
least the sum of $70,000,000—the taxes re- 
maining to be apportioned as to more 
equally and justly distribute the taxes 
and to remove them from the articles 
most nearly the necessaries of 
life, and which enter moat gen- 
erally into consummian.“ The com- 
mittee also will include in the bill @ 
provision so framed as to accompligh the 
just ends of an income tax, and yet 
escape the decision of the supreme court 
of the United States in the cases grow- 
ing out of the Wilson tariff law. 

The motion to recommit was lost—131 to 
185. The bill was then passed, the demo- 
crats refraining from voting. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Barney. of Wisconsin, the 
house went back into committee of the 
whole and took up the consideration of 
the pension appropriation bill. 

Mr. Barney stated that there was no 
new legialation in the bill. It was an 
exact copy of the bill for the current 
year, both as to language and amount. It 
carried '$145, 145,280. 

The Will was read through and passed 
without debate or amendment in exactly 
thirteen minutes.

Negro Alleges Detective Imperson- 
ated United States Officer. 


Columbus, Ga,, December 15.—(Special.) 
—Charies L. Jackson, a well known young 
detective, was arraigned before Unitea 
States Commissioner Williams today on 
the serious charge of impersonating a 
United States officer. If convicted, it may 
go hard with him. the crime being a föel- 
ony.

Neal sad he couldn't pay this, 
when Jackson dropped to 0. and then | 
to $2. Theh Neal stated that he gave 
Jackson , the proceeds of his. wagon 
load of produce, and also gave Jackson a 
mortgage for $12 op his mule and wagon. 

All of this, iy ts alleged, took place in 
September of this year. Jackson told the 
negro, he said, not to talk of the trans- 
action. Some time later Jackson is 
charged with having gone to the negro’s 
house and‘to have demanded the rest in 
the name of the United States. The negro 
could not raise the amount, and made 
arrangements to meet Mr, Jackson in 
town. Jackson met him, it is alleged. 
He represented his name as James C. 
Kimbrough, it is Charged. The negro 
swore ou; warrant against him, and 
he was arrested and bound over to await 
the action of the grand jury. Subsequent- 
ly he was arrested by a United States 
deputy marshal and the hearing was post- 
poned until yesterday. 

Jackson makes a vigorous denial of 
these charges. He has been a private 
detective here for a year of so, and has 
worked up several cases successfully. He 
is a son of John Jackson. His friends are 
hapeful of his acquittal.

THE TECH SCHOOL WINS OUT 


School's Fund Has Been Increased 
$16,000. 


AMOUNT CONDITIONALLY AVAILABLE 


Senate Amendment Agreeing to an 
' Increase in the Salary of the 
Special Attorney for the 
Westen and Atlantic 
Concurred In. 


While the senate and house were 


wrangling over the general tax act, the 
approrriation bill, which offers better sup- 
port to the institutions of the state than 
any appropriation bill passed in recent 
years, was agreed to without the inter- 
vention of conference committees, As 
finally completed last night the appro- 
priation bill gives the usual sum of $900,000 
to the common schools of the state. 

The senate amend.nent providing $1,000,- 
000 for the schools met with flerce op- 
position, in the house—opposition of so de- 
termined a nature that it became evi- 
dent at once chat the house would never 
receda from its position. Speaker Little 
took the floor against the amendment, 
declaring with vigor that it the house 
agreed to $1,000,000 there would de an 
Actual deficit of $700,000 In the treasury by 
October 1, 1901. 

The senate at the afternoon’ session 
took vp the schoo! appropriation a second 
time. The arguments for $1,000,000 were 
no longer advanced and under the con- 
vincing argument that the larger amount 
could not be raised the senate unani- 
moualy accepted the position of the house 
and agreed to an appropriation of $800,000, 

The Tech Wins Out. 

The second most important concession 
was made by tha house in accepting the 
senate amendment increasing the fund 
for tho Technological school $16,000. This 
amount it is stipulated shall be available 
only after the school has raised from 
outside squrces an amount in money and 
equipment equal to $25,000. 

The house accepted the senate amend- 
ment increasing the salary of the special 
attorney of the Western and Atlantic to 
$2,000. ö

Mr. Hall moved to disagree to the sen- 
ate amendment. “It was urged.“ said Mr. 
Hall, “that the special attorney would 
be needed in case a new depot was to be 
bullt in this city.

The speaker made the Girect and em- 
phatic statement that if $1,000,000 was 
given to the schools there would be an 
actual deficit in the treasury on the first 
of next October of $700,000. ° 

It would result, the speaker continued, 
in every cent of the public property fund 
of $432,000 being used. He did not think 
any use of this fund, except the payment 
of the bonded debt, authorized by the 
constitution. : 

The firm pagition taken by the speaker 
against the senate amendment) resulted 
in the non-concurrence of the house.

The home for confederate soldiers has 
been at last accepted by the state of 
Georgia. The senate by a vote of % to 
10 yesterday morning passed the bill 
as it came from the house, and it only 
remains now for the governor to put his 
name to the bill for it to become a law. 
It was believed by all who had kept up 
with the measure that the bill would 
pass the senate, ‘but the most sanguine 
friends of the home did not expect it to 
go through by such a handsome ma- 
jority. | 

The great victory in the senate was 
undoubtedly largely due to the efforts 
and the eloquence of Senator W. T. 
Smith, of Buford. For ten years Sena- 
tor Smith has labored for the home, and 
he said yesterday when the fight was 
over that he was the happiest man in 
Georgia. From the moment the idea of 
the home was firat conceived Senator 
Smith has worked for it, he has fought 
for it in each seasion of the legislature, 
and yesterday his efforte were rewarded 
with the greatest of all rewards, suc- 
cess. Senator Smith was the firet aena- 
tor to speak for the bill. He gave the 
history of the movement from its incep- 
tion. He told of the famous editorial 
of Henry Grady that started the move- 
ment and of how Grady had completed 
the home before his death. 

He then went on to tell of the vast 
good that the home would be t the 
state. His plea for the old soldiers was 
a magnificent effort, and time after time 
‘the galleties and the senate broke into 
applause.

Jews Celebrate the Feast by Offering 


Thanks and Kindling Lights 
Emblematic of Joy. 


One of the principal Jewish holidays, 
Hanukah, The Feast of Lights, begins 
tomorrow and continues until Christmas 
eve. It will be observed by all the Jews 
in the city. The feast is one that appeals 
particularly to the children in Jewisn 
homes. It is a time for the giving of 
presents, sweetmeats and var.ous amuse- 
ments, 

Commemorative of cleansing and 
rededication of the temple at Jerusalem, 
the Jewish Feast of Lights, or Hanukah, 
is celebrated. The celebration of this 
feast ts beautiful and generally observed 
in all Jewish homes. After the 
Ezra and Nehemiah the Jews lived 
peace and happiness for a number of 
years under Persia rule. but after’ the 
dissolution and subjugation of the coun- 
try by Alexander of Macedonia, Judea 
came under the power of that mighty 
conqueror. After his death in Babylon 

Palestine came under the control of 
Egyptian rulers until about 1 B. C. Ju- 
dea fell into the hands of the Syrian, 
Antiochus IV. Epiphanes. Under his rule 
the Jews were made to suffer terribly; 
his determination being to eradicate the 
Jewish religion, and to that end he pro- 
ibited. under penalty of death, both the 
study of the law and all religious observ- 
ances. Hie desecrated the sanctuary, 
burned the book of the law, broke down 
‘the altar, demolished the city walls andl 
murdered men, women and children who 
refused to bow down and offer sacrifices 
to the idols he had installed in the tem- 
ple. 

While many vie'ded to the despot's will 
from motives of self-preservation, others 
preferred to die the death of martyrs 
rather than sin against their Maker. 
Among those refusing ta conform to the 

t despot's law was the aged and venerable 
.Eleazar, who withstood all temptation 
‘and force with heroism. The severest 
tortures were applied without avail and 
temptations were refused, as the good old 
wan preferred death to a life of hypoc- 
risy. 

At this time there lived in a little town 
near Joppa a priest, Mattathias, and his 
five sons. An official of the king made 

‘tempting overtures to the priest and his 

Sons if they would make sacrifice to the 

idols, but all advanced were met with 
Arm refusals. Having shortly after this 
put to death an apostate and the officer 
‘of the king. Mattathias and his sons 

} fied to the mountains with a small band 

of the faithful, where they suffered from 

| privations and exposure, resulting even- 
tually in the death of the father, by 

‘whom supreme authority was delegated 

to Judah, the eldest of his sons and the 
most valiant. 

Judah, with a following of scarce 6,000 
men. gained many victories over the tyr- 
fant and eventually marched his forces 
into the city of Jerusalem, cleansed the 
‘temple, rebullt the altar and rededicated 

the sanctuary with songs of thanksgiving 
and the usual sacrificial offerings. 

In momory of this great deliverance the 
Jews celebrated on the th day of the 
ninth month, Kislev, the feast of dedi- 
cation by offering thanks and by kindling 
lights emblematic of joy.

with a vista that tells of the days when 
Christianity surmounted every difficulty, 
and gained its foothold that none dare to 
obliterate. It makes one sad to wan- 
der through the forum, or the baths 
witu their exquisite marble floors. These 
Roman baths seem to have been more 
a meeting place for the elite of society, 
than needed use of soap and water. The 
voung king was strolling through the 
Roman forum day before yesterday. How 
many Americans would have rushed off 
to be there, had they but known it! Go- 
ing from place to place in an electrical 
train, I often find myself closing my 
eyes that the memory of familiar land- 
marks (now destroyed) may remain with 
me. Who can take away, the sacred 
stone that memory has garnered for riper 
years. Age, with its cruel sickle, would 
rob me of these precious pictured memo- 
ries. It is indeed a joy to have known 
Rome twenty years ago, for the Rome of 
the Romans is fast passing away, being 
pulled down, to give place to a new 
Rome—a modern Paris. It is not covered 
with buckets of earth, as in the pagan 
days, but utterly destroyed. We can 
hardly blame the natives for wishing to 
improve,their city and their homes, for 
the primitive houses have few comforts. 
I am told the government has taken this 
matter in hand, and now refuses to let 
old established landmarks be torn down. 
They argue, destroy these, and tourists 
will desert us. Most of the poorer, or 
middie class subsist on the profits de- 
rived from the advent of strangers.

One said to 
her it wag simply disgueting the custom 
the Engiish had of serving birds with 
their heads. (Shades of the epicures, how 
could one tell a snipe from a plover were 
the head not there.) Her friend remark- 
ed that she “longed for a slice of hog- 
head cheese such as her mother made 
in winter.” Great Caesars ghost! I saw 
in my plate a ce of hogehead cheese 
with the long crisp streaks of pigs’ ears 
and imagined 1 heard under the table a 
gruff grunt. Dwelling on the dinner of a 
dainty bird's head appearing on the ta- 
ble the firat woman remarked that she 
‘waa very fond of squirrel and did not at 
all object to the head, as the brain was 
tasty and juicy." At thia picture I felt 
like balinding out of my chair. It re 
minded me of a lecture in London when 
Mian Jessie Fowler, the noted phrenolo- 
giant. wan demonatratnig with a mole's 
akull—tt looked vo like a wee babys. 
What about the eploureang taste of a 
young woman who ecoffs at the head of

Parts of the present palace were stand- 
ing when the queen and prince consort 
bought the property from a private 
family. The palace at once became the 
particular hobby of the prince consort, 
who personally supervised the enlarge- 
ment of the buildings and the improve- 
ment of the grounds. He bought more 
land, until the estate now covers 90,000 
acres, and whenever he could run away 
from tho cares of the position which he 
himself described as that of permanent 
private secretary to the queen,” he used 
to putter about at Osborne, where he 
ent his happiest days.

He gave me the origin and 
meaning of many of these Indian names, 
such as Pontotoc and Tupelo and Oko- 
lona, and also of Aberdeen, which his 
father, who was a Scotchman, had named 
Dundee, but got mad because our people 
would call it Dundy and so changed it to 
a name they could pot mispronounce. His 
father was very wealthy, owning thoug- 
ands of acres of this rich prairie land 
that he had bought from the Chickasaws 
before they signed the treaty that ceded 


their lands to the United States govern- 
| ment. I said that his father was a na- 
| tive of Scotland. Of course he waa or he 


could never have bought those lands, 
The Indian tribes all liked the Scotchmen, 
for they treated them fairly and kindly 
in trading and taught them the use of 
the crosa bow and long bow. These 
Acotehmen frequently married Indian 
maidens, the daughters of the chiefs, and 
in course of time thelr halfbreed children 
became the chiefs. Such was Ron and 
Ridge and McIntosh and Usceola. Major 
Colbert, another halfbreed whose Indian 
name was Ittawamba, became chief of the 
Chickasawe, He was a great favorite with

HANGHAI, October 20.— (Special Cor- 
G responaence some of the biggest 
fortunes for the future will come 
from the oclectrkal development of! 
China. If the powers by their new treat- 
les can make foreign property secure, & 
thousand cities and towns will eventual- 
ly be lighted with electricity, thousands 
of miles of electric railroads will be built, 
thousands of telephone companies estab 
lished, and the result will be millions in 
dividends. 
A LAND FOR THE TELEPHONE. 
This ia a land for tha telephone, not 
the telegraph. It has already about, 4,000 
miles of telegraph which ia paying well, 


but this will bo wiped out, and the tele- | 


phone will take its place. The reason ts 
plain. The Chinese is an  ideographic 
language. it hes no alphabet. Each 
werd in it is represented by its own sign, 
ww that it takes tens of thousands of chir- 
acters to write it. It is impossible to 
telegraph every character, and so the 


common words are represented by num- 


bers, and in telegraphing only the num- 
bers are sent. The sending clerk takes 
down the telegram in Chinese and trans- 
lates it into numbers He has a regular 
code. consisting of page after page of 


_. figures and gigns, printed in vertical col- 


umns. There are ten columns on every 
rage and about ten thousand numbered 
characters in the book. After he has 
translated the telegram he transmits it. 
and the receiver retranslates it into Chi- 
nose. This takes a great deal of time, and 
is expensive. It also causes mistakes, 
and the result is that the telephone will 
be used instead. 

At presen: there are telephone com- 
panier at most »f the open ports. There 
is cne at Shanghai which has about four 
hundred sulscribera at 85 a year, Its 
instruments are of the oldest atyle, and 
the service ia poor. There is a tebephone 
company in Tien Tain and others at Can- 
ton, Hankow and elsewhere. 

I delleve the telephone could be intro- 
duced into all parts of China. We have 
here a business and manufacturing popu- 
lation, and the demand for quick com- 
munication is great. There are many 
large cities and countless villages. When 
once the people see that the can make 
money out of the telephone their super- 
stitidn in regard to it will pass away. 
They will learn that the wires are harm- 
less, and not the homes of spirits. The 
native capitalists will become interest- 
ed, and the telephone will be everywhere 


_ vsed. 
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BOYS’ TONGUES AS INSULATORS. 

At present the common people think 
every telephone has a devil in it. They 
jlook upon talking through wires as a 
work of magic. They cannot understand 
it, and they would surely mob the “hello” 
girls if they were introduced into a town 
without proper explanation. I heard last 
night how a Dutchman living near the 
Grand canal almost lost his life. He had 
had something to do with putting up the 
telegraph line there, and was, I believe, 
one of the repair men. 

Shortly after the wires were put up sev- 
eral of the boys of the neighborhood were 
found missing. It is not uncommon here 
for a man who has no son to buy a boy 
to raise and take his. name, so that his 
ancestrial line may go on without a break. 
Boys are kidnaped for this purpose and 
sold. The Chinese consider it a great. mis. 
fortune to lose a son, and so when the re- 
port went forth that this Dutchman was 
the kidnaper the country rose up ih arms, 
They gathered about the Dutchman's cot- 


tage and accused him of stealing Chinese 
boys and killing them. Said they: 

We know very well what you are do- 
ing. We know that each of the glass in- 
sulators on the telegraph posts contains a 
boy's tongue, and that through these 
tongues you are able to carry the words 
from pole to pole.“ 

The Dutchman protested, but it was 
only by the aid of the soldiers that he 
escaped with his life. 

Not long ago a new telegraph line was 
built from Kuklang to Hanchang, about 
15% miles northward. The people objectcd 
and cut the poles down during the night. 
The Chinese officials arrested the offend- 
ers and bambovoed them, but it was all 
in vain, At last they cut off the heads of 
a gang caught in the act, and stuck a 
head on the top of each pole. That stop- 
ped the cutting. 

The Chinese government had a similar 
experience about fifteen years ago when 
they brought the telegraph, into Pekin. 
The citizens objected because of the Feng 
Shui. They said that the wires would 
destroy their luck and that if the shadow 
of a pole fell upon the graves of their 
ancestors the latter would rise up and 
howl and cause trouble.

Then the 
emperor attached a decree to each tele- 
graph pole to the effect that the man who 
damaged it would be killed and there was 
no more trouble. 

ELECTRIC RAILROADS. 

China ia naturally fitted for electric rall- 
roads. There is coal in every one of the 
provinces, so that fuel for generating 
electricity can be had at low cost. 

The people live in villages and cities. 
They aré not good walkers, and the small- 
footed woman especially will patronize 
the electric cars. 

There ia an enormous traffic between 
the different centers. The country roads 
make you think there must be a circus 
in the next town, They swarm with foot 
passengers. The Chinese are a business 
nation, A large part of them are devoted 
to manufacturing and nearly every house 
has ita little industry. This fills the high- 
ways with men carrying freight. There 
are hundreds of wheelbarrows pushed and 
pulled by men, carrying goods from vil- 
lage to city or the reverse. There are 
caravans of dankeys and long lines of 
rude carts. In the extréme north the 
freighting is done largely upon camels, 
which take all kinds of goods from Pekin 
and Tien Tsin through the Nankow pass 
over the mountains into Mongolia and 
Manchuria. There ts also an enormous 
traffic on the waterways, which cover 
China like a net, and a less traffic on 
ponies, ; 

These methods of transport are all slow 
and some of them shire’ santo A good 
electric railroad system could take their 
places. The people would rttronize such 
roads, as they do the steam railroads, 
and the roads would pay dividends from 
the start. The trouble would be in se- 
curing the concessions, in quieting the 
superstitions of the people, and last, but 
by no means least, in fighting the labor 
unions affected by the change. These 
unions honeycomb China. They extend 
to the cart drivers and wheelbarrow men, 
and dictate terms to both capitalists and 
officials. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANIES. 

The electric railroad men could also 
establish electric light plants. At pres- 
ent this country of 400,000,000 people is 
light@d almost entirely by kerosene, lard 
oli and vegetable tallow. Even the ya-

litt!® candle or lamp may hang here and 
there out in front of a store, but there 
is neither gas nor electricity. 

The coal oll consumed comes largely 
from the United States, although within 
the last few years there have been con- 
siderable importa from Ruasia and Zu- 
matra. There dre at Shanghai enormaus 
oil tanks filled with Dutch, Russian and 
American kerosene. I saw Philadelphia 
oil for sale in Tien Tsin, and I have seen 
camels loaded with Standard oll cans on 
the borders of Manchuria. 

A BOY WASTED. 

A large part of the tinware used in 
China is made from old kerosene cans. 
There are shops in each town which deal 
in such ware, and many of the buckets 
of the country are made from it. The 
Chinese are very economical, and in buy- 
ing oil they figure on the money to be 
had from the cans as well as from the 
oll itself. 

This desire to save recently caused the 
death of an almond-eyed servant of a 
missionary at Che Foo. The missionary 
had bought a can of oil and had ordered 
the boy to open it. The boy thought it 
would be a pity to injure so good a can,

CANDLES WHICH GROW ON TREES. 

Much of the light of the Yangtse val- 
ley is from a vegetable tallow. Indeed, 
they have trees in western China which 
grow tallow candles. At least, they 
grow berries from which candles can be 
made. The tree is a well-rounded one 
about twenty feet high when full grown. 
It has heart-shaped leaves of the size 
of a silver dollar and berries about as 
big as a cherry. The berries have shells 


— aoe 


much like our hiekory nuts. As they ri- 
pen the shells crack and fan off, leaving 
white seeds. The whiteness comes from 


a wax with which the seeds are cov- 


ered. This is removed by boiling. <As 
the water heats the wax melita from the 
seed and it rises in a scum to the top. 
It is akimmeéd off and poured into candle 
molds in which &re wicks just like those 
in the candle molds of the United States. 

As it cools it hardens and when taken 
from the molds it u in the form of can- 
dies ready for burning. ‘The seeds are 
also ground and dolle and a second-rate 
tall6w is skimmed from them. This wax 
is known as vegetable tallow. It is one 
of the chief exporta of the Kukiang re- 
gion. 

RICH CHINESE AS INVESTORS. 

China is glutted with money, much as 
the United States, and in organizing eiec- 
tric light, street railroad and telephone 
companies a large capital could be raised 
from the natives if the powers will de- 
mand the right treaties as to the safety 
of investments. I am told there are thou- 
sands of rich Chinese who have trouble 
to make their money bring a fair inter- 
est. At present the only outlets are in 
pawnshops, grain.shops ‘and house prop- 
erty, and the risks are so great that 
money rarely reales more than 2 per 
cent. The Chinese appreciate what in- 
terest means. They are savers and 
economisers. They are not afraid to in- 
vest in anything that promises well if 
they know that the men at the head of 
it are safe and that the undertaking is 
free from the official leeches. They 
have faith in foreigners and will go into 
schemes which are under foreign super- 
intendence. 

HOW LI .HUNG CHANG 

STOCKS.

Our peo- 
ple who have traveled have seen with 
their own eyes the advantages and 
wherever are railriads the trade will 
flourish. 

“All rich people in foreign countries 
invest their money in railroad stock as 
an Inheritance for their children. China 
in following the example of foreign coun- 
tries should be saving and deal honestly 
with the shareholders. When a profit is 
realized by the railroad company it will 
be divided justly among the stockhold- 
ers, and the managers are not to profit 
thereby. This is important to the gov- 
ernment, and the officials must see that 
it will be lasting and work honestly. 
All the work must be carried on as in 
a foreign country and the business sealed 
by the shareholders and managers. Al- 
though officials are consected with it 
they have no power to transact busi- 


ness, and are only to see that it is car 


ried on honestly. Any one in the Che- 
kiarg province. desiring shares will ap- 
ply early. Do not lose this opportun- 
ity.”’

sist almost entirely of the cheaper grades 
of wooden toys, the more expensive me- 
chanical toys, the cheaper sets of china 
dishes, great flocks of wooly animals and 
dolls. The importations run from five to 
seven millions per year and of this sum 
three and a half to five millions goes 
for dolls. Nearly all the dolls come from 
Germany. The French at one time had 
a monopoly, but the Germans have learn- 
ed to make heads so cheaply and so 
well that the people across the Rhine 
have been practically put out of busi- 
ness. Only the very expensive dolls are 
now bought in France. America, so far, 
has been unable to produce any sort 
of dolls except of the very cheap kind. 
Several concerns in this country have 
gone into the making of dolls, but their 
progress has been slow and very little 
headway is promised. One concern in 
New York has a fair output in dolls with 
indestructible compoaition heads and 
cloth bodies, The people employed there 
are generally foreigners. 

Machinery has enabled the American in 
other lines to drive out the European 
manufacturer entirely. This is notably 
true in tin and iron toys. In these 
branches development on this side has 
been so great that a con=“erable export 
trade has been built up. Fire engines, 
hook and ladder trucks, ambulances and 
scores of similar things are turned out 
by the ton. They are highly finished 
and almost indestructible. The iron toys 
made by foreigners are filmsy, crude 
affairs, and when brought into competi- 
tion with our own productions stand no 
show. A high tariff has kept the Amer- 
ican out of the toy market in Germany 
and France, but in Russia, England, Italy 
and other European countries there is 


at least a mall line of these ingenious 
productions, nearly all of which come 
from Connecticut and Rhode Paland. 

DOMESTIC OUTFITS AT MICRO- 

| BCOPIC PRICES. 

In the pewter toys, too, America has 
made much progress. Nwitserland at 
one time sent about all the pewter toys 
used in America. This continued untill 

the domestic manufacturers invented 
stamping machinery, by means of which 
they produce gets of pewter furniture and 
dishes at figures that defy the cheap la- 
bor of Europe. It is one of the marvels 
of the trade that an entire set of pewter 
dishes comprising ix pleces and packed 
in a pasteboard box, can be retailed at 5 
cents. It brings the manufacturer about 
2 cents, and this, though the first process, 
the casting, is done by hand.

To instill into their minds 
a horror of Herod’s massacre of the Inno- 
cents on this day, children were soundly 
whipped in their beds before rising, by 
their parents. Being undeserving of 
such punishment the young folk were 
thought ot suffer like the innocents for 
Christ's sake. : 

St. Nicholas is especiaNy venerated in 
Russia, where the emverors mostly carry 
his name. In the rural life of Russia, 
Christmas eveiing is en important event. 
At sunset young and old assemble, form- 
ing a procession and visit the village dig- 
nitaries, singing carols and receiving cop- 
pers. This part of the ceremony is called 
“Kolenda,’’ which. means begging for 
treney or presents. A masquerade fol- 
lows, in which the adults transform them- 
selves into cows, pigs and other animals 
in remembrance of the nativity in the 
manger. In the evening supper is served 
on a table covered with straw. The feast 
begins by dividing the blessed water. An 
old Christmas custom in Russia is to 
singe a boar. An old woman, a man and 
a boy execute that function. The gold- 
bristied animal is symbolic of haut. 
Bringing in the boar’s head was formerly 
an elaborate ceremony during the Christ- 
mas day repast at all mansions of the 
wealthy—Queen Victoria has kept up 
this usage until today. The boar appears 
on Christmas day, with a lemon in his 
mouth, the old symbol of plenty. 

In France we find a mixture of various 
customs. The up-to-date Parisian divides 
his Christmas dinner, the reveillon.“ 
into many courses, taking each at a differ- 
ent place and reaching home for the last 
cup of coffee at breakfast time.

SOUTH AMERICAN OBSERVANCES. 


Peru has its Christmas plays, which 
give great delight to the populace. The 
processions. last thrcugh the week and 
every night a scene from the Bible is pre- 
sented; the anrunciation, the exhibition 
of the Christ child in its crib, the admira- 
ration of the three kings, the flight to 
Egypt, and other scenes. Over the hills 
of the village these processions wend 
their way. The clergy in special attire 
accompany the groups. Carved figures, 
life sise,and gowned in costly and gaily 
colored clothes are exhibited on floats. 
The people in their Sunday garments 
stand for hours o view the procession. 

In Caracas, the capital of Venezuela, on 
a Christmas eve the people promenade on 
the Plasa Bolivar and in the atreeta in 
full dress. The beautiful women, many 
of whom might stand as a model for a 
Madonva. ate in ball dresses and wear 
their “mantillas’’ on their heads bright- 
ened with a for de Mayo" (flower of 
May), the orchid whict grows there in 
every yard. it is like a spring festival. 
At mkinight, when church bells ring, 
the crowd goes to the cathedral, which 
is filled with smoke of itficense. On the 
floor fantastic figures kneel. They are 
covered with vellings under which the 
rich colora of their garments show in 
soft, undecided tints, barely distinguish- 
able through the mist that surrounds 
them. 

Everybody listens in devotion to the 
holy mass. All at once a cry, a loud cry 
of a baby's voice! A clergyman appears 
with a tiny babe on his arms, a real liv- 
ing one. The new born Christ child. They 
glide on their knees to see the little 
creature on the arm of the priest, to kiss 
the little one’s hands, to adore it—as if it 
were the real Christ child for which the 
people take it, believing in its reve™‘tion 
on Christmas night. Christmas day is 
celebrate with the greatest bull fight of 
the year.

HAT makes a successful play? 


By successful I mean financially 


subject is ripe for the stage until it has 
been exploited in every other form of 
literature. This, so far as it concerns 
serious subjects, appears to be unfortu- 
nately true. Occasionally, in the farce or 
burlesque world, a man with a fertile im- 
agination like W. 8. Gilbert has oppor- 
tunity to exploit things for the first time 
in dramatic form and with market“ 
wuccess. But it has yet to be shown, 
at least in the English language, that a 
bold, original and earnest thinker has 
made a box office success by firat address 
ing his public through the stage. It is 
perhaps the acceptance of this theory 
that has induced so many of our man- 
agers recently to place upon thelr boards 
dramatizationsa of popular novels, Very 
often these book plays are the very worst 
form of dramatic art. The workman- 
ship is of the erudest; but the drawing 
quality is there, because the novelist has 
supplied the trade mark, 

Il was interviewed the other day aa to 
my opinion on novel dramas and whether 
they had come to stay. kt seemed very 
clear to me that the sale of the novel it- 
self is t prime factor. The novel that 
bas not achieved that subtle something 
known as the vague’’ is not of itself 
a valuable thing to the theater. However 
clever a story, unless by its enormous 
sale it has attracted the general public, 
the resulting piay would depend entirely 
upon its own merits, which is not the 
case where the drawing quality has been 
previously supplied by the reading public. 
I remember when ‘“Trilby’’. was first 
brought out as a play. The novel had 
had a won@erful run. The play was very 
unlike the novel. Without going into 
its merits as a drama, I may venture to 
Observe that the hypnotic theme which 
it exploited would never have been grant- 
ed by the theatergoing public but for 
the novel. As it was, the play was a 
huge success. Let the aritics decide 
for themselves how good or how poor a 
ray “Richard Carvel” is. The public is 
attracted to the theater for reasons al- 
ready explained. The same applies to 
“David Harum.” But very much better 
plays than either have been pronounced 
failures, though they were derived from 
much better stories. : 

The playwright who takes a book that 
has won the adventitious aid of a hun- 
dred editions to make it a suctessful play 
ie very much like the able-bodied man 
whe fights a cripple. If he whips the 
cripple he gets no cred.t, and if the crip- 
ple whips him he is everiastingiy dis- 
graced.

that vast wiste of ice. But DeLong him- 
self waa then dead in the snow, and his 
‘wife’a letter has now been returned, 
nineteen years later, with seals un- 
broken, to the writer. 

A large proj@-tlon of the men kept 
diaries, most of them written in Jitt'e 
blank books much worn. One or two 
were bound with sealskin with the hair 
outside; others were written in the form 
of letters to friends at home and mani- 
folded with carbon paper. Some of these 
stopped short off in the middle of a page 
and one actually in the middle of a sen- 
tence, as if the order to march had come 
hurriedlygand everything had been drop- 
ped and left as it was It is a rule in 
Aretic expeditions that all information 
concerning the events of the trip shall 
come, through the commander, exclusive- 
ly, and oftentimes ths men are required 
to give up their diaries, but these diaries 
escaped that fate, and here they were, 
living a rare and intimate picture of the 
daily life, desperately humdrum as it 
was, in an Arctic camp. How well all 
the men came to know one another, and 
how all their little bickerings crept into 
these private journals; how the charac- 
ter of the cfficers shone out in strong 
contrasts, as the men saw them. One 
glancing over these old papers will see 
all these small difficulties and disagree- 
ments which never creep into the grcat 
books written by the commanders, Here 
is a glimps> into the diary of Sergeant 
Gardiner, under date of April 1. 1882, 
which gives a curicus plcture of Apri! 
Fool's day in the Arctic: 


APRIL FOOL DAY IN THE ARCTIC. 


“On duty as usual from 8 a. m. until 4 
p. m. There was the usual jokes, with 
many ‘additional ones, played today on 
April fools, Israel commenced it at 2 
o'clock a. m. by setting all the ciocks 
ahead of time and awakenirg the cooks 
at that time, making them think it 
was time for breakfast. They hurried 
and were soon cooking, but, of course, 
soon found the joke out, and then Israel 
had to betake himself away in a hurry. 
Those who were now up set to work with 
large needles and sewed blankets together 
and ended by tying each man who was 
still asleep to his bunk, and when the 
time came to get up for breakfast there 
Was great fun made over each one as he 
tried to get up and found himselt fast to 
the bunk. Licutenant Kislingbury came 
in after breakfast and held out a small 
„tick covered with red flannel and asked 
some one to tie up his sure finger. The 
person he asked, not thinking of any- 
thing but helping the unfortunate, went 
ut once to work, and was tying the red 
fiannel on the stick with all the tender - 
ness of a woman's touch, lest he shouki 
cause pain, There Was a great laugh, ot 
course, and the one the joke was played 
on commeaced to rack his brains for 
some way to get even with the lieutenant, 
This joking has continued all day. The 
supper table was get at 2 p. m. instead of 
at 4, as usual, and Israel, who, being on 
night duty, sleeps during the day, was 
awakened and made to think he had had 
his usual amount cof sleep. Everybody 
pretty bugy putting finishing touches on 
his outfit for the field, How I wish 1 
could be of the party. The only stars 
Visible at midnight were Jupiter, Mars and 
Arcturus, and these very faintly. We can 
see to read without the aid of any light 
from a lamp throughout the twenty-four 
hours. We only have darkness and day- 
light on the game day, for a period of 
two weeks in these latitudes. Some of 
the men sa : n.

A LETTER DELIVERED AFTER SBEV- 
: ENTKEN YEARS. 

The package of Bergeant William H. 
Cross fontained some Washington street 
car tickets, a Florida sea bean, a flow- 
ered card with the owner's name—who has 
forgotten the flowered card erase of 
twenty years ago?—some green 3-cent 


cents in Canadian money, a copy of the 
gospel of St. John, pressed flowers, let - 
ters addressed to his wife, and a number 
of diaries. Mr. Bridgman has since de- 
livered this package to Cross's widow, 
who lives in Washington, and she has 
now no doubt read these last letters writ- 
ten more than seventeen years ago by 
her husband. Sergeant Jewell's package 
—Jewell starved to death at Cape Sabine

Jewell's package a copy of the “Arctic 
Moon,“ a curious newspaper issued by 
the members of the exZedition and print- 


news of the camp, written humorously, 
and general articles and poems, showing 
one of the bright sides of the life. Many 
copies of this had been preserved fo; 
souvenirs. There was also the highly 
decorated. menu card of a Christmas din- 
ner, which had evidently been an event 
of vast importance in the humdrum life 
ot these voluntary castaways. The pack- 
age of Maurice Connell, one of the sur- 
vivors of the expedition, who now lives 
in California, contained a single small 
sealed package bearing the words: Mau- 
rice Connell, his private papers, not to be 
opened until delivered to him or heirs.” 
Mr. Bridgman has not yet succeeded in 
delivering this package. Of all the pack- 
eges that of Sergeant David C. Ralston 
was the smallest. It contained no writ- 
ten word, no diaries, no letters, only a 
pair of cuff buttons and a watch chain. 
These have been delivered to the dead 
man's brother in Cleveland, O. The pack-

CHOOSING A TAKING DRASAY 


THEME. 

There are a great many things to con- 
sider in the writing of a play, but the 
most vital is the gelection of a theme. 
The market value, prima facie, lhes iu 
the theme. It is astonishing how fow 
subjects lend themselves to the writing 
of a marketable play. Knowledge of 
construction can be acquired, and it is 
interesting to note the various methods of 
construction employed by different recog- 
nized dramatists; but the cleverest con- 
rtruction in the world will not draw the 
public to see a play that does not deal 
with a subject that appeala to it. This 
wubject in often of the moat primitive 
nature and jlivatrates the premises with 
which I set out—that nothing la ripe for 
the stage until it has been exploited in 
every other form of literature. If I were 


to take to a manager two playa, one the 


very acme of crafteueniike skill, but 


idea‘ing with an unfamiliar subject, and 


the other loosely thrown together, based 
on premises grantable by tke public and 
within the intelligence of the most ordl- 
nary, he would not hesitate a moment in 
choosing the latter. 

Of course, in the many years of my life 
which 1 have devoted to supplying mate- 
rial of various kinds and descriptions to 


the theaters, I have been approached dy 


men who wish to try their hand at play- 
writing with requects to collaborate. <As 
I am always in search of the eluzive, mar- 
ke table theme, 1 give a willing ear to 
those who come. It fs singular what 
strange ideas the inexperienced have as 
to the material of which plays can be 
meade. A year ago an enthusiastic young 
writer calied on me and brought with him 
what he called a scenario. It was not a 
ecenario in the exact sense of the word, 
for it was not laid out in scenes and 
characters; but it was a whimsical jum- 
ble from which I eatracted the following 
story: 

A married woman visits her dentist. 
She is young and béautiful. The dentist 
falls in love with her. He fills her teeth. 
He fills them with gold. In the magna- 
nimity of his passion he fills them free 
of charge. Always with gold. One day 
as he is bending over her whispering 
burning words in her ear and still filling 
her with gold, the husband enters. There 
is a scene of alarm and panic. The hus- 
band seises his wife by the hair, drags 
the gold filling from her teeth and throws 
it at the feet of the infamous dentist, cry- 
ing: 1 owe you nothing.”’ 

I am still struggling with that theme 
and wondering how to use it, and laboring 
with the task of convincing the néw 
dramatist that he must not take himself 
too seriously.

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HE report recently printed in a New 

York paper of the position occupied 

by a near relative of the duke of 
Hamilton, who was once a favorite in 
New York and Newport society and is 
now a planiat in a Boston orchestra, re- 
@ iis some curtous features of the down- 
fall, in but two generations, of the 
wealthiest and fest in precedence of the 
Scotch nobility. But fifty years ago, ow!ng 
to the rapid development of the coal 
mines on the Lanarkahire Hamilton „s- 
tatea, the duke of that day, tenth in order 
of succession, might well have regarded 
hin means as inexhauatible. 

Being, however, a man of princely 
tastea, like many miiiionaires of more ro- 
cent alate, it waa the building of a house 
~a splendid palace on the banks of the 
Ciyde near the town of HMamiiton—that 
first began to eat ravenously as well as 
rulnously into the immense fortune. Stu- 
pendous and magnificent in design, a few 
details will give some idea of what the 
Original cost of Hemilton palace must 
have been, and the heavy bu'den upon the 
tenant for life it most be even to keep 
such a palace in repair. 

Built to accommodate a thousand per- 
sons, with stabies attached for 300 horses, 
the front porch alone cost a fortune, be- 
ing designed after that of the celebrated 
temple of Jupiter statue at Rome, sixty 
feet high and 260 feet in length. Within 
are miles of superbly decorated galleries 
and salons, in which the owner expended 
millions in gathering together the rarest 
art treasures from all parts of the world. 
A few years ago the pressing needs of the 
late duke necessitated a saie of some of 
these effecis, the amount realized being 
$1,800,000, yet a casual visitor. uniess in- 
formed ot the fact, would imagine that 
the palace was still crammed with price- 
less works of art. 

Fancy the main entrance, down a state- 
ly avenue about a mile in length, stands 
the hamilton family mausoleum, built in 
the style of that of the Emperor Hadrian 
and ccsting . 00. 0 Circular in orm,

To the numerous British titles borne 
by the head of the house of Hamilton 
ia added that of Duc de Chatellerault 
in France, around which the eleventh 
duke wound a pretty though costly 
sentiment. 

Having married a relative of Na- 
poleon III. Une Mary Queen of Roots. 
the French duchesa often pined for her 
southern home. Upen one occasion look 
ing out thrdugh the dreary mist of a 
Scotch autumn day, ahe exclaimed with 
a sigh of regret, Ah! how | would like 
to wee dear old Chatellerault again!“ 

“You shall.” her husband's voice unez- 
pectedly replied. Tou shall gase upon 
it every day in the year if you wish.” 

Turning With astonishment and de- 
light to the duke, she asked how soon 
would they start for France. 

„Oh, as to that.“ laughed her husband, 
„it's not at all necessary to leave Ham- 
ton. Chatellerault will come to vou.“ 

Further information as to the duke’s 
meaning being withheld, there, however, 
shortly commenced to rise on the hill- 
side overlooking the palace, an exact 
copy of the Chateau de Chatellerault, 
which when finished the duke presented 
to his wife. 

It was during the lifetime of the late 
duke that the fortunes, of the Hamiltons 
sank to their present low ebb. Forming 
ons of that wealthy group of nobles sur- 
rounding the prince of Wales in his 
youth, the duke vied with the others in 
a life of such extravagance that even 


were of little avail. In a comparatively 
short period his estates fell into the 
hands of creditors, but not before he had 
given one sublime entertainment to the 
prince at Hamilton pajace, that remains 
in the memory of the country folk as a 
tale from the Arabian Nights. 

For a week the duke entertained the 
prince at a cost of $1,000,000; then he 
pulled down the blinds, boarded up the 
doors, sold all his horses, and dismissed 
all the servants but the few absolutely 
necessary to keep the place from falling 
into ruin. 

From that day to this, over twenty-five 
years ago, Hamilton palace has remain- 
ed untenanted. In spite of ite manificent 
collection of art treasure, few tourists 
visit the palace, as it is off the beaten 
track through Scotland. 

Taking into consideration the enorm- 
ous cost of keeping such a palace open, 
the general belief. is that, unless rumor 
proves to be true and the present duke 
foliows the example of his compeers of 
Mariborough and Manchester and mar- 
ries an American heiress, its doors will 
never be opened again, aud that the 
stately pile will some day be torn down 
to give place to the surface buildings 
of a coal pit, whereby a revenue may be 


obtained for its impoverished owner.

HINA may hope that her women 
( will give to the empire what sha 
has given the past 4000 or more 
years—a hardy race, with a power of en- 
durance beyond that of almoat any other 
people. With unlimited power over her 
boys she will make them into self-reepect- 
and trustworthy citisens. She has 
dae much toward making the Chinaman 
the reilable business man of the cast. 
of whom it ia said in the ports of Japan 
that “A Chinaman's word ia as goed as 
hia bond, while a Japanese's bond ia no 
better than hie word.” The dignity and 
diligence of the Chinaman, and his re- 
lability as a business man is due to hie 
mother as much as to Confucius. 

Our preconceived notions often misiead 
ue in things Chinese. Very many: people 
think the Chinese woman a laber-bur- 
dened slave. That ea large proportion of 
the girls are put to death in infancy, for- 
getting that there are enough left to al- 
low every man a wife and if he is rich 
and can afford it, a second ode and a 
number of concubines, besides women 
servants. ’ 

It was a Chinese woman who wrote the 
first book in any language for the instruc- 
tion of giris. In that book, this remarka- 
tle woman who was contemporaneous 
with St. Paul, has these words (Hsien jen, 
Lou chi) “first others then yourself) is 
the principle which should govern the 
woman in the home. : 

The Chinese woman is ready to suffer 
death rather than lose her virtue. 

During the Chinese-Japanese war a 
large number of Chinese ladies came to 
consult my wife as to what they ought 
to do if Pekin should be taken and the 
Japanese soldiers enter the city. My wife 
advised them not to do anything; then 
was revealed the remarkable fact that 
each of those women kept upon her per- 
son a sufficient amount of poison to en- 
able her to commit suicide in case she 
should fall into the hands of the enemy. 
The report now comes that after the al- 
lies had entered Pekin and they began 
to loot the Chinese homes, two or more 
bodies of Chinese women were found in a 
single well. | 

Few women in the worid have greater 
power of endurance than the Chinese wo- 
man. 

One day I went into the hospital in 
Pekin While & woman of perhaps twenty- 
five years was being operated on for hair 
lip. She refused to take an etic, 
preferring rather to endyre the pain. The 
physician with a pair of scissors clipped 
the two sides of the lips, and then stuck 
pins through—as I thought very dull pins 
from the way they went through—but 
not a sound nör complaint was heard 
further than a groan to attract his at- 
tention when she wished to spit out a

Of Chnese women it has been sald that 
„not one in ten thousand can read.“ 
Bome years ago we questioned this 
statement And investigated the matter, 
We found that the Chinese have four 
books for girls corresponding to the four 
Confucian classics. We translated 
four books, and were led to believe that 
the general estimate of her intelligence 
was too low. We begun a systematic in- 
vestigation and whenever a company of 
Chinese women came to call at our home 
we went into the parior and in every in- 
stance we found that some of the compa- 
ny could read. We kept up this inquiry 
when we visited Chinese homes and found 
some woman in every home we visited 
who could read. None of these women 
had learned from foreigners, and I speak 
only of non-Christian women of the mid- 
dle or better classes. I inquired also of 
Chinese scholars who told me at various 
times that one in ten of the middle class 
is able to read. Statigtics, however, are 
unreliable. The consul In New York tells 
me that he studied when a boy with five 
of his girl cousins, and he showed me a 
letter from_one of these young ladies set 
down in the Chinese chargcter as well as 
a teacher would have written it. 
We have been asked whether the Chi- 
nese woman takes any part in war. 
Those who have read much of Chinese 
Uterature or history will have run upon 
the remarkable story of Mulan the Chi- 
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nese maiden who, when her father was

College and 
fraternity song books, Masonic song 
booka, song books of temperance, of 
n of slavery, and the re- 
bel are to be found in the greatest 
lads,” relating the revolutionary period, 
are especially interesting. 

In the recent purchase of additions to 
this library Mr. Koopman has made sub- 
stantial increase in. the Poe collection, 
and he has s the Whitman 
collection to such an extent that now it 
is probably unrivaled in any university 
library in the country, and possibly in 
any library whatever. Some important 
Dunlap plays were secured in New York. 
and also plays by John Howard Payne. 
both of which there were already very 
nearly complete sets. Many early Anfer- 
can plays have also been added. 

Mr. Koopman took advantage of the 
offer of early American magazines at the 
McKee sale and secured complete sets 
of the “American Museum,” the best of 
all early Uterary magazines, and the 
“Southern Literary Messenger.“ partic- 
ularly valuable on account of Poe's con- 
nection with it. It contained the frst 
appearance of many of the works of Low- 
ell, Holmes, Longfellow, Emerson, Poe, 
Whitman and other leading American 
writers. 

The plan to gather together, so far as 
possible, the writings of all the poets of 
the United States originated with Al- 
bert Gorton Greene, one of the most ac- 
complished bibliophiles in the country, a 
native of Providence. He graduated from 
Brown in 1880, entered the law, was made 
a judge of the municipal court, was one 
of the founders of the Providence Athen- 
aeum, and was president of the Rhode 
Island Historical Society for fourteen 
years. He soon took up his hobby of col. 
lecting American poetry and at Moe time 
of his death, in 1868, he had over 1,000 
volumes. These came into possession of 
Caleb Fiske Harris, who made extensive 
additions, and gave his name to the col- 
lection. He had formerly been in the 
commission business in New York, but 
removed to Providence and retired at ter 
having amassed a considerable fortune. 
Like Judge Greene, he had a great love

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It ia uifficult for those residents of the United States who are accustomed to associate Christmas with frosts and 
snows, with sleighing, skating and such like winter sports, to_jmagine the day or week in the tropics, where the tem- 
perature averages above 90 degrees all the time. And yet it is doubtful if poor people in the north experience more 
enjoyment or swing a wider circle of nieasure than those in, say, the West Indies, which lie within the torrid 
zone. 

During the period of slavery, when holidays were few and far between, the slaves looked forward through all 
the year of incessant toll to the coming of Christmas. And after slavery was abolished, and the black people were 

at liberty to enjoy themselves to their hearts’ content, they still kept up the festivities attendant upon the Nativity. 
It is doubtful if they had any real conception of the day's significance—only that the occasion was to be made one of 
general rejoicing. :
